“There may have 
been a Noah,” said Dr. Hirsch, “but 
thé inundation story is the most pal- 
pable sort of myth. Even if there 
had been the flood mentioned by the 
Bible, and Noah really~built his enor- 
mous ark for the safe conveyance. of 
the favored people and the heasts, it 
would have been a physical impossi- 
bility for such a large group of liviny 
things to have survived a voyage in 
a single vessel.

Ht PASSED BOGUS 
DRAFTS FOR $400 


T. A. Toomey Tells Chief of 
Police He Was Aided by 
Others. 


THREE UNDER ARREST 


Two Others Taken After 


Young Man Tells -His 
Story. 


Nineteen-year-old Thomas A. Toomey 
of 5046 Terry avenue confessed to Chief 
of Detectives Smith Monday that he 
had cashed worthless drafts, aggregat- 
ing nearly $400, in conjunction with two 
traveling mien he met by chance. 

On his statements, Eugene L. Young, 


2 years old, was arrested at the Mar- 
quette Hotel, where he is known as 
a broker; and Harry A. Cunningham, 
31, was arrested at 3820 Olive street. 

Toomey lives with his widowed mother. 
Ten days ago he presented a draft to 
Richard P. Wynne, a grocer at 4700 St. 
Louis avenue, with whom his mother 
deals, for $50, and Wynne cashed it. It 
bore the signature of Young and Cun- 
ningham. 

Wynne went Sunday to the Toomey 
home and.told the young man the.draft 
had been returned, marked “no author- 
ity to draw." He advised Toomey to 
confess, and Toomey’s next-door neigh- 
bor, Arthur E. Woerheide, clerk in the 
Probate Court, whom he consulted, ad- 
vised the same course. 

Toomey went to police headquarters 
Sunday night and met Detective Doher- 
ty, to whom he told his story. Doherty 
held him until Monday, when he re- 
peated it to the Chief. 

Out of a Job. 

Toomey said he had been a traveling 
salesman, but was out of a job when 
he met Cunningham two weeks ago. He 
said Cunningham told him his father, 
Harry A. Cunningham Sr. of Joplin, 
Mo., had “‘more monex than 16 mules 
could pull,”” and suggested. drafts on 
him. Young was to sign the drafts also, 
and to make them good in case the elder 
Cunningham refused to honor them, at- 
cording to Toomey. 

Toomey made trips to Kansas City 
and St. Mary's to cash drafts, he said; 
his expenses being paid. He said all 
he got out of it was the $40 suit of 
clothes he had on. He gave this list 
of persons who had. cashed drafts, 
béside Wynne: The Third National 
Benk, $50; Scruggs, Vandervoort & 
Barney, one for $67.50 and one for 
$365; National Bank of St. Mary’s. Mo., 
$125; Savoy Hotel, Kansas City, $75; 
National Bank of Kansas City, $50. 
None of these drafts has been report- 
ed to the police. All were cashed 
after Wynne’s. 

More Evidence Needed. 

William Conti, teller of the Third Na- 
tional Bank, Monday applied for in- 
formations against Cunningham and 
Young, his complaint being’ based on a 
sight-draft for $50. presented to the bank 
by Toomey. Refusing to issue the in- 
formations, Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Shaner demanded additional evidence 
that there was intent to defraud. 

Dr. N. P. Nelson of 721 Olive street 
and Gus Evers, a saloon; keeper in the 
Wright Building, report to the police 
that they cashed $50 drafts for Toomey. 
Joseph Badaracco, a saloon keeper on 
Seventh street, near Olive street, cashed 
a similar draft for $25.

This means that 
an average of nearly 400 must vote 
at every polling place within 780 
minutes. As the greater part of the 
votes will be cast at early morning 
and early evening hours, voters will 
have to stand in line at those hours.

ing all his property to his deserted

Meanwhile the deserted wife, left with 
four children to support, went to New- 
burg. N. Y., and obtained work in a 
paper mill in New Windsor, a suburb. 
This was 35 years ago. A short while 
later she was run down by a train on 
the Erie Railroas and killed.

Thomas is a wealthy ranchman in Mon- 
tana; Morgan lives in Passaic and is 
comfortably off; Sarah married and is 
now Mrs. Debrodie, also of Passaic, but 
John died a year ago.

ARCHBISHOP IN REPLY 


Right Reverend John - J. 
Glennon Issues Statement . 
of His Views: 


The O’Brien-Howland romance, 
which has. attracted much. attention 
through the public prints and which 
Was taken into the courts when John 
A. Howland sued the mother of his 
bride, alleging alienation, was _ the 
subject of comment by the Rev. Wil- 
liam J. Williamson, pastor of the 
Third Baptist Church, Sunday. His 
remarks upon it from the pulpit .pre- 
ceded his sermon, Howland and Miss 
Helen O’Brien were married by a Bap- 
tist minister. 

The Rev. Mr. Williamson said: 

“The pulpit of this church has 
ways held the broadest charity for all 
religious faiths. There is no instance 
in history where Baptists have been 
persecutors. On the contrary their in- 
sistence ypon complete religious liberty 
pledges them;to defend every man in 
his inalienable right to worship God 
according to the. dictates of his own 
conscience. We hold that no man is 
good enough or wise enough to be con- 
science for another man. In this God- 
given freedom the Baptist will protect 
the Jew and the Catholic as well as 
the Protestant. 

“However, in our city during the pasi 
week there has occurred an incident 
so un-American and foreign to the 
teachings of Christ that I cannot let 
it pase without protest.

Staned by Maiden Name.

Archbishop’s ‘Glennon’s Reply. 

A copy of Dr. Williamson’s remarks 
was shown to Archbishop Glennon Mon- 
day. As his answer he gave to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter the following type- 
written statement: 

“In regard to the matter of Dr. Wil- 
liamson’s sermon I refuse to be drawn 
into a controversy. The O’Brien mar- 
riage has had too much newspaper no- 
toriety already to be reinforced ,by a re- 
ligious controversy. There are 60 many 
phases about the matter of such at- 
tempted marriages that. it would be 
quite impossible to explain them all. 

“Dr. Williamson, however, need not 
fear that the people of the Baptist faith 
shall have their rights questioned by us 
and the glorious principles of this coun- 
try of ours will be accepted by us, set- 
ting some little limitations as against 
divorce and in favor of the teachifig of 
children of the knowledge and service 
of God by a system of religious train- 
ing. 


“Further, in regard to the position of 
the church in other countries, notably 
Portugal and France, Dr. Williamson 
would have many explanations to make 
before he would have fully explained 
why it is that the Freemasons of these 
countries (which, I believe, are not ac- 
knowledged as brothers by the Free- 
masons of America) do insistently de- 
mand—first, the separation of the church 
from the state (a thing which is in 
many cases desirable), but that they, 
secondly, so conscientiously demand 
that the church shall also be separated 
from the properties which they, the 
‘Freemasons, claim they have a right to 
seize and sell.’’ 

The Archbishop supplemented this for- 
mal statement with a verbal one in 
which he said that he did not know Miss 
Helen O’Brien and that her signature on 
the letter to her pastor was of ‘her own 
choosing.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Notwita- 
standing the action of President Taft 
in ordering Acting Secretary of the 
Navy Beekman Winthrop to rescind his 
order detailing two torpedo boats to par- 
ticipate in the attempt of J. A. D. Mc- 
Cudry, under the auspices of the New 
York World and the St. Louls Post- 


deck of an ocean liner 6) miles at sea 
to shore the Navy Department will of- 
ficially wateh the attempt when it is 
made on Nov. & The result of the ex- 
periment will largely determine whether 
the Navy Department will equip the 
new battleship authorized by the last 
session of Congress with an aeroplane 
and the necessary apparatus for’ ing 
8 flight from the battieship’s deck ile 
at sca. 

A number of the officers of the Bu- 
reau of Construction of the department 
conceived the idea after they had wit- 
uessed Claude Grahame-White’s now 
famous landing in BDxecutive avenue, 
the street running between the White 
House and the War, State and Navy 
Building. The full determination to give 
the idea a practicd) trial came after the 
World announced that McCurdy of the 
Curtiss team would make the experi- 
ment. 

Officers Keenly Interested. 

Since the announcement Thursday last 
that the flight would be made, officers 
of the several branches of the navy 
have been keenly interested and ai) in- 
terviewed declared that not only was 
the plan suggested feasible, but an idea 
the Navy Department would consider 
sooner or later. 

It was Capt. Fletcher, aide on the 
staff of Secretary of the Navy Meyer, 
who said if McCurdy’s attempt to fly 
from the deck of an ocean liner was 
successful it would demonstrate that for 
scouting purposes an aeroplane costing 
from $6000 to $10,000 was considerably 
cheaper and more economical than an 
armored cruiser costing $5,000,000. 

It is agreed by naval constructors and 
the heads of the various bureaus of the 
department that the armored cruiser, 
with the advent of the battleship of the 
Dreadnought type, is of little use ex- 
cept for scouting purposes. All] agree 
that the aeroplane will do much toward 
cutting down the enormous cost neces- 
sary to the building of a large navy, 
also that it will be the means of mak- 
ing @ decided cut in the maintenance of 
vessels of the navy. 


It igh yoo ye my costs almost 
as much to operate the armored cruiser 
of the class of the Tennessee, Montana 
and North Carolina as it does a first 
class battleship. The cost of maintain- 
ing several aeroplanes for a year, one 
for each of the biggest ships of the 
navy, would be infinitely less than the 
maintenance of one armored cruiser for 
the same period.

We continue to be at peace with the 
rest of the world. In all essential mat- 
ters our relations with other peoples are 
harmonious, with an ever growing real- 
ity of friendliness and depth of recog- 
nition cl mutual dependance, It is espe- 
cially to be uoted that during the last 
year great progress has been achieved in 
the cae of arbitration and the peaceful 
settlement of international disputes. 

“Now, therefore, I, William Howard 
Taft, President of the United States of 
America, in accordance with the wise 
custom of the civil magistrates since 
the first settlements in this land and 
with the rule established from the 
foundation of this Government, do ap- 
point: Thursday, Nov. 24, 1910, as @ day 
of national thanksgiving and prayer, en- 
joining the people upon that day to 
meet in their churches for the praise of 
almighty God, and to return heartfelt 
thanks to Him for all His goodness and 
loving kindness. 

“In witness whereof. I have hereunto 
pet my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. 

“Done at the City of Washington, this 
the fifth day of November, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand nine hun- 
dred and ten and of the independence 
of the United States one hundred and 
thirty-five.
